Hear the Beep Where you Sleep. 

That’s the theme of this 
year's Fire Prevention Week - 
a reminder that smoke detec¬ 
tors should be placed not only 
on every floor of a home, but 
also outside of every sleeping 
area. There have been cases 
where there have been work¬ 
ing smoke alarms in a home 
- but the residents weren't 
awakened by the beeping. 

And all too often, Firefight¬ 
ers find that the smoke alarms 
have been disabled, or are not

week. Servicing will take place this 
year for the 5th Line portion, with 

slated for 2016. The plan is to leave 
the section in front of St. Charles 
School until the summer of 2016, 
to reduce disruption. Final coat of 
asphalt will be laid down in 2017. 

. Line 5 Interchange at Hwy. 
400. The design has been com¬ 
pleted; a full report is coming to 
Council at the Oct. 20 meeting. 

. OPA IS and 16 Servicing, 
bringing sewer and water to both 
the Employment lands at the 400 
and the hamlet of Bond Head. The 
Employment Lands Pumping Sta¬ 
tion will be tendered in 2015, the 
Bond Head Pumping station in 
2016, and servicing to Bond Head 
in 2016. Engineering has proposed 
combining all linear work (water 
mains and forcemains) as a single 
project, saving between $700,000 
and $1 million in tender prepara¬ 
tion costs. 

. Line 8 Watermain, provid¬ 
ing looped water service from 10 
Sideroad to just east of Hwy. 400. 
The tender package has been final¬ 
ized; work should begin “by the 
end of this year, early next year," to 
be completed in 2017. 

. Innisfil Water Treatment 
Plant Expansion. A project of 
the Town of Innisfil, that requires 
only a financial commitment from 
BWG, the expansion has gone to 
tender and work is expected to 
begin in November 2015. Com¬ 
pletion: Fall of 2017, providing all 
of BWG’s water allocation units 
for planned development. 

. Twinning the existing water- 
main from Innisfil to the John Fen¬ 


nell Reservoir. Innisfil will be over¬ 
sizing the pipe from the Water 
Treatment Plant to the 3rd Line of 
Innisfil; Bradford West Gwillimbury 
will install the “twinned” 600 mm 
pipe from the 3rd Line to the Res¬ 
ervoir. Construction is planned for 
2017-2018. 

. Bond Head Water Tower, to 
be located on private property off 
County Rd. 88 between County Rd. 
27 and 5 Sideroad. A Public Infor¬ 
mation Centre may be held this 
November, to explain the design 
of the large, above-ground tower. 
Construction is slated for 2017- 
2018. 

. Holland St. Reconstruction. 
The draft Environmental Study 
Report is completed, but needs 
to be finalized before it goes to 
the detailed design phase. Coun¬ 
cil suggested deferring the project, 
to allow further workshops, and 
changes to the proposal. 

“It was discussed quite heavily in 
the last (municipal election) cam¬ 
paign," said Mayor Keffer, when 
there were calls to eliminate the 
traffic circle at John St., and retain 
onstreet parking. Keffer asked for a 
new workshop, and further input. 
“I don’t think I'm ready to endorse 
the EA that was presented.” 

“Have a workshop and let this 
Council decide before we go any 
further on this project,” Deputy 
Mayor James Leduc said. 

“This is the time to revisit," Tumo 
agreed. "We need to have a game 
plan now,” before it goes to detailed 
design. He noted that there is no 
immediate plan to move on the 
project; work won't begin until the 
Southeast Arterial Road and widen¬ 
ing of the 8th Line have been com¬ 


pleted, to ensure traffic flow. 

Councillor Gary Baynes sug¬ 
gested taking the Holland St. 
rebuild off the table at this time, cit¬ 
ing the heavy workload already fac¬ 
ing Engineering. “We’ve got dol¬ 
lars to worry about, as well as your 
time,” Baynes said. "If there’s one 
that can wait it’s this one.” 

There was also debate over the 
proposal to tender the linear work 
for servicing OPA 15 and 16 lands 

Councillors were dubious, sug¬ 
gesting that the combined project 
might be too large for most com¬ 
panies, and that the focus should 
be on servicing the employment 
lands, first and foremost. 

“We need the employment lands. 
We don’t necessarily need more 
houses in Bond Head,” said Mayor 
Rob Keffer, suggesting that the ten¬ 
der could be split and the work 
done in stages. 

Councillor Gary Baynes agreed. 
“I think the concentration should 
be on the employment lands, and 
the other piece will have to go 
later.” 

Council was assured that the 
Early Payment Agreement 3 with 
developers provides the funding 
for the work, but does not deter¬ 
mine the timeline; that remains 
a decision of Council “as to when 
we deliver the projects,” said Town 
Manager Geoff McKnight. 

“I'd certainly like to get the 
employment lands, focus on 
them - get that rolling as soon 
as possible," said Deputy Mayor 

Council deferred a decision to 
the October 20 meeting, asking staff 
to look into possible staging.

Point of View 

A lot to forgive 


C anadians are generous. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper is probably hoping that 
they are also forgiving. 

There's a fair amount to forgive. 
Harper promised Senate reform. 
Instead, he delivered Conservative 
bagmen as senators, an expense 
scandal and an attempted cover-up 
that appears to have originated 
in the Prime Minister's office, 
with Chief of Staff Nigel Wright. 
Wright cut a $90,000 personal 
cheque so that Senator Mike Duffy 
could pay back "inappropriate” 
expense claims; we think there is 
a need for a better definition of 
"inappropriate.” 

In fact, there has been no effort 
at Senate reform - no meeting 
with provincial leaders on this 
or any other national policy or 
issue. Instead, Harper is now 
simply refusing to appoint any 
new senators, at least until the 
Conservative majority in the 
Senate is threatened, thereby 
leaving some Canadians without 
representation in the Upper House. 

Harper promised to balance the 
budget, and apparently did so, 
after years of deficit - but only by 
selling off GM shares, and grossly 
underspending on programs 
for veterans, Aboriginals, the 
environment, and immigration. 

Mr. Harper’s government has 


responded to the Syrian Refugee 
Crisis with reluctance - only 
being pushed into increasing 
quotas to 10,000 by the outrage 
of Canadians. The latest shocker: 
the interference of the PMO, 
which told immigration to stop 
processing the claims of Syrian 
refugees referred by the United 
Nations until they could be vetted 
by the Prime Minister, supposedly 
for security reasons. Apparently, 
the screening process favoured 
Christian Syrians, turning down 
Muslim claimants - which is 
discrimination on the basis of 
religion. 

The Harper government has 
introduced attack ads, omnibus 
bills and American-style anti¬ 
terrorism legislation. Bill C-51 
has been called an attack on 
democracy and the privacy of 
Canadians; at the very least it 
lacks mechanisms of oversight, 
and could criminalize legitimate 
dissent and civil disobedience. 

Gutting of environmental 
regulations, refusal to convene a 
national inquiry on missing and 
murdered aboriginal women, 
appealing court decisions 
instead of fixing faulty and 


lot to forgive. 

Are Canadians that forgiving? 
Hopefully, voters will cast their 
ballots on Oct. 19, and we’ll see.

COMMUNITY CARE ACCESS CENTRES 
FAILING PATIENTS 

To the editor: The Auditor General of 
Ontario has released her report on the 
financial operations and service delivery 
of the 14 Community Care Access Centres 
(CCACs) in Ontario. The report stresses that 


the provincial Liberal government must take 
urgent action to address the poor state of the 
home and community care sector in Ontario. 

Complaints about Ontario’s home and 
community care sector is the number one 
phone call I receive in my constituency 
office. Yet in the 12 years the Liberals have 
been in government, there has been no 
thorough evaluation of the current CCAC 
service delivery model to ensure it’s working 
in the best interests of patients. Where is the 
accountability? 

The report also revealed that only 61% of 
CCAC dollars go to face-to-face care. That 
means 40% of the budget isn't going to 
healthcare, but is going to administration 
and bureaucracy - such as the 54% increase 
in salary of the Central CCAC CEO between 
2009 and 2013, now the highest paid CCAC 
CEO in the province, or the 43 CCAC 
employees making $100,000 or more. 

These salaries are paid from resources 
that should be going to strengthen front-line 
care. Meanwhile, the Central CCAC has 3.8 
long term care beds for every 1000 patients, 
compared to the provincial average of 5.8 
beds. This is unacceptable. The government 
has not built one new long-term care bed 
since 2003. 

Home and community care can improve 
health outcomes and the cost-effectiveness 
of our health care system. The Wynne 
Liberals must make this a priority, and put 
patients - not administrative waste - at the 
centre of decision-making.

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Great Trinity 
Steeplechase fundraiser 
for Trinity’s bell tower 


Bradford - The Town has 
been quieter this past year - 
unfortunately. 

Trinity Anglican Church’s 
historic bell has been 
silenced. 

The 1-tonne bell, which 
once rang out to call parish¬ 
ioners to worship and which 
sounded at the conclusion of 
weddings and funerals, has 
not rung since significant 
water damage was discovered 
in the bell tower, in 2014. The 
wooden beams that support 
the magnificent bell, cast in 
New York State in 1900, and 
the wood that supports the 
spire have rotted, due to years 
of hidden leakage. 

A makeshift support holds 
the bell in place, but the 
church has been advised 
not to ring it until a full res¬ 
toration is completed. An 
engineering firm called in 
has defined the “scope of 
work," and quotes have been 
received from three firms 
that specialize in restoration. 


It is estimated that the 
work will cost approxi¬ 
mately $60,000. As of Octo¬ 
ber 1, the church had raised 
nearly $30,000 through 
fundraising and direct 
donations. 

On October 4, the Great 
Trinity Steeplechase, organ¬ 
ized by Amanda Squires and 
Greg Kirk, raised $2,500 for 
the restoration fund. 

Members and friends of 
Trinity Anglican,wearing 
bright green t-shirts with a 
“Save the Bell” logo, partici¬ 
pated in a walkathon around 
the older part of Bradford 
- visiting historic sites, and 
answering trivia questions 
along the way. 

“It was a wonderful oppor¬ 
tunity to not only raise hinds 
to get our bell ringing again, 
but was also a great way to 
learn a bit more about the 
wonderful heritage of our 
community," said Fr. Dan 
Graves, Incumbent of Trin¬ 
ity Church. 


The first Trinity Anglican 
Church in Bradford was 
built in 1851, but burned 
down in 1900. A new brick 
church was built that same 
year, and in use by Christ¬ 
mas. One of the glories 
of the new church was 
its bell, which was rung 
every Sunday from 1900 to 
2014. It is the only original 
church bell still in place in 
Bradford. 

The fundraising con¬ 
tinues. Anyone wishing 
to support this special 
project, can donate online 

churchbradford.com “We 
are so grateful to every¬ 
one who has contributed 
to our campaign to date,” 
said Fr. Graves. “It is our 
hope that we can have the 
funds completely raised by 
Christmas of this year, and 
that we can work through 
the approvals process to 
begin restoration work in 
the spring.”

Recovering an Ancient Trail

Sometimes evidence of our 
past is obvious - and some¬ 
times it is hidden,waiting to 
be rediscovered. 

An important trail, 
used for centuries by First 
Nations and later by Euro¬ 
pean explorers and Mili¬ 
tary personnel, connected 
Lake Ontario to Lake Sim¬ 
coe, along the banks of the 
Humber River to the Holland 
Marsh. 

Much of this ancient trade 
route, known as the Carry¬ 
ing Place Trail, is covered by 
roads and subdivisions, but 
in several places hints of the 
original trail are still evident 

Walking this trail became 
a passion for Glen Turner, 
avid historian and teacher- 
librarian. Turner shared

In 1615, the narrow trail 
led through forests, valleys, 
swamps and hills, unsuited 
for portaging canoes. First 
Nations using this route 
usually abandoned their 
canoes at the start, and 
built a new canoe at the 
end. Governor Simcoe 
walked the trail in 1796, but 
declared it unsuitable as a 
military road; instead he 
built Yonge St., to provide a 
route to Lake Simcoe. 

More than 2 centuries 
later, Turner, using maps 

has pieced together the 
seen and unseen parts of 

in Weston probably cov¬ 
ers a section, and there are 
plaques along the route 
identifying other parts. A 


log causeway near the Hol¬ 
land Marsh was still vis¬ 
ible as late as 1933, as evi¬ 
denced by photographs. 

It was a labour of love 
for Turner to recover and 
celebrate The Carrying 
Place Trail, recorded in his 
book, The Toronto Carrying 
Place.
